Farmers may feel the first impact of 


new policies as state leaders assume 
guidance of traditionally federal 
programs.

obvious. Wisconsin dairymen raising 
feed grains have few problems in 
common with Southern cotton growers 
or Western wheat producers, j et under 
the present federal umbrella the 
problems must be attacked on a national 
level.

Agricultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Service, attempts to guide 
production of all these farmers. 


Piecemeal additions of agencies 


originated to 
handle 
individual 


agricultural problems created a tangled 
maze which often has caused confusion 
and sometimes inaction or misdirection 
of programs. 
* Often the President is the only 
overseer of agencies which have 
overlapping responsibilities. Clearly the 
President does not have time to act as 
administrator for diverse domestic 
agencies — or referee inter-agency 
spats. 


One high Nixon Administration of- 


ficial recently criticized the federal 
bureaucracy saying private industry 
could not function if handicapped by 
similar disadvantages. 


Now Nixon's revenue-sharing plan 


offers an escape from outdated federal 
programs. 


The approach is simple. Because the 


federal government is a more efficient 
taxing agency it will collect funds—and 
because local officials know their 
problems they will be entrusted with 
spending the money. 


Farmers won't have to go to 


Washington to make their voice heard 
when the programs are handled on the 


state and local levels. The way 
programs are administered will reflect 
the quality of state and local officials. 


These officials will administer two 


types of revenue sharing. The first, 
general revenue sharing \\ill be ap- 
proximately i.j per cent of the federal 
individual income tax base — about $1 
billion. Wisconsin's share will be $124 5 
million. State government will receive 
ttii caiuudieu o,i pel ceni and lotdi 
government 48 per cent of the funds*. 


A recent federal report defines the 


special revenue-sharing 
proposal. 


"Special revenue-sharing will take 
narrow categorical grant programs and 
replace them with new grants which are 
far less restricted." The program will be 
Sl.l billion larger than the sum of 130 
grant programs it will encompass. 


Farmers can anticipate an in- 


creasing state role in supervision of the 
agricultural extension service; Kural 
Environment Assistance Program; 
rural water and waste disposal 
facilities; forest service grants; a water 
bank program; resource conservation 
and development program and regional 
and economic development programs. 


We would hope that Wisconsin's 


farmers rally behind the new policy. 
After all much of the program started in 
Wisconsin. Nixon clearly has watched 
Wisconsin's rural development in for- 
mulating his policy. 


The architect of the Nixon policy, 


Henry Ahlgren, is now on leave as 
chancellor of the University of 
Wisconsin extension service. Since 
October, 1970, he has served as deputy 
undersecretary of agriculture for rural 
development. 


Mission 70, the development program 


of Gov. Warren P. Knowles, has played a 
distinctive role in identifying the needs 
of rural residents. 


Wisconsin's farm leaders now have a 


golden opportunity to place respon- 
sibility for local problems in local 
hands. The policy can only improve the 
bargaining position of farmers. 


Democracy Faces Test in Philippines 


President Ferdinand Marcos won an 


unprecedented second term as president 
of the Philippines some months ago. But 
since then his popularity has fallen 
considerably. For a number of reasons 
he has been unable to offer instant 
solutions to the vast problems of the 
republic and while it is obvious that no 
one else could either, there has been 
growing dissension. 


Whoever or whatever the Huks are — 


really tied in with the former Com- 
munist leaning rebels who were so 
strong after the end of World War II or 
merely local bandits — they continue to 
control from the underground a good 
deal of Luzon, particularly areas around 
Clark Air Base and Subic Naval Base 
where bars, strip and gambling joints 
and 
brothels 
can be lucrative 


businesses, thanks to the American 
military. Thievery in such areas is 
probably unprecedented anywhere else 
in the world and Filipinos as well as 
Americans are the victims. Periodically 
members of the Philippine Constabulary 
ambush some Huks — or alleged Huks 
since there are charges that the killed 
are only scapegoats or face savers for 
the government. But no one tries to 
claim that the power of the Huks is even 
temporarily impeded by such episodes. 


For the last few weeks the University 


of the Philippines has been virtually 
inoperative and just at the time of 
preparation for final examinations. 
Students were rioting, often supported 
by faculty. Their rebellion in part grew 
out of a strike by oil and gas workers but 
didn't end with the settlement of the 
strike. Per capita income among the 
vast majority of the people remains very 
low. The erthquake which hit the islands 
last fall, particularly Manila, added to 
the misery and despair of the poor who 
saw everything they had destroyed. 


During this continued turmoil there 


are rumors that President Marcos' 
wife, the attractive Mrs. Imelda Marcos, 
might be a candidate for the presidency 
if the revised constitution to be con- 
sidered in June should rule out more 
than two terms for one person. Mrs. 
Marcos has been active in her husband's 
political career and led the Filipino, 
contingent to Japan's Expd *70 last year. 
However, things being as they are in the 
Philippines, it was reported that not only 
Mrs. Marcos but all those who ac- 
companied her brought a considerable 
amount of merchandise back to Manila 
without bothering about customs. 
Smuggling is a way of life to many 
Filipinos but should be somewhat 
beneath the first lady of the land. 


President Marcos has been charged 


informally with considerable corruption 
and he obviously seems to be a wealthy 
man. He spent a great of money on his 
last campaign including the hiring of 
Lawrence O'Brien, currently chairman 
of the Democratic party in the United 
States, to mastermind an all-night 
television question and answer program 
for him the night before the election. 


Corruption among rich and poor alike 


is common in the Philippines as in most 
Asian nations. There is one big dif- 
ference between the Philippines and its 
neighbors, however. The Filipino 
newspapers are without government 
censorship control or apparently even 
the attempt at it. To say that they are 
always responsible is not true and they 
may serve to some extent to whip up 
antagonisms. But as Lord Gladstone 
insisted when he backed the Home Rule 
for Ireland in the 19th Century, "It is 
liberty alone which fits men for liberty." 


But liberty alone has not solved the 


problems of the Philippines. It may be 
touch and go whether sufficient progress 
can be made before a more dictatorial 
regime tries to seize control.
